A second method for fabricating an organic thin film according to the present invention 
comprises the steps of: 

forming an undercoating film made of silicon nitride or silicon nitride oxide on a substrate; wet- 
cleaning the undercoating film using a cleaning liquid; and forming an organic thin film with a 
thickness of about lOOnm or thinner on the undercoating film, of which wet-cleaning has been 
completed, by turning the substrate and providing a liquid organic material onto the substrate; 
wherein the organic material contains at least one solvent selected from the group consisting of 
propylene glycol monomethyl ether acetate, propylene glycol monomethyLether, ethyl lactate, 
ethyl methoxy propionate, ethyl ethoxy propionate, 2-heptanone, ethyl pyruvate, diethylene 
glycol monomethyl ether, methyl cellosolve acetate, propylene glycol monoethyl ether acetate, 
ethyl methoxy propionate, methyl lactate and methyl pyruvate. 
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
